POPE PAUL VI calling for objectivity and 
truth in advertising has posed these ee GES 
of those who advertise: 


61s freedom of judgement and choice 
respected? Or on the contrary are the 
arguments misleading? 

Do they exploit man’s least noble ten- 
dencies, even inciting him to evil? 

IS ADVERTISING presented in such a way 
that it is in conformity with morals and the 
noble sense of life? Or is it put in the service of 
an extravagant and corrupting hedonism? 

Are the ‘goods’ recommended really of 
some value, or some use? Or may they be 
harmful, dangerous? 

Or are they likely to inspire an excessive 
liking for the superfluous, the artificial, the 
immoral, to the detriment of what is 
necessary and honest? 

ADVERTISING -greatly stimulates the 
purchase of manufactured goods or demand 
for services proposed, and, by so doing, 
enables industry and other economic forces to 
maintain or increase their production.

Yes, we do pay property taxes 


THE DIOCESE of San Diego paid more than 
$200,000 in property taxes last year. 

Contrary to the belief that all church property 
is exempt from taxation, the total paid was 
$203,781.09, according to Father John Quinn, 
assistant chancellor of the diocese.

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of parishes throughout the diocese,” he said. ‘‘It 
is lower than the actual amounts paid because 
some parish returns are still not available.” 


Father Quinn said that a conservative 


estimate would add at least $10,000 to the $203,000 


figure. 


“THESE TAXES are paid on rectories, non- 
exempt convents and land presently held for 
future development as churches,”’ he said. 


“Tt does not include any taxes paid on 
properties which could be classed as commercial 
enterprises because we do not have anything 
such as wineries or similar ventures which come 
into this category.” 


ALL CHURCH owned property is subject to 
property tax unless it is specifically used for 
worship. Even church parking lots which may be 
shared with commercial firms during the week 
become subject to tax. 


Undeveloped property on which tax is paid 
includes land set aside for future churches or 
cemeteries, usually purchased when the market 
price is favorable. 


“IF WE ALWAYS waited until an area 
develops before buying property on which to 
build a church, we would pay much more,”’ said 
Father Quinn. ‘‘We have to anticipate population 
patterns to some extent.”’ 


All church property within the diocese of- 
ficially belongs te the “‘corporation sole’ known 
as the Bishop of San Diego.

CORONADO — The rosary 
is ‘‘not outmoded but a way 
to open the door to God,” 
Father Patrick Peyton, CSC, 
of Los Angeles told the Cali- 
fornia Catholic Daughters 
of America. 

He said the rosary not only 
keeps the family together, 
but is ‘‘a first step toward 
loving your neighbor, toward 
aiding the poor and needy 
and toward social justice.’ 

Father Peyton, who 
founded the Family Rosary~ 
Crusade more than 30 years 
ago, described the family as 
“the most sacred thing 
created by God.”’ 

“THE FAMILY is like the 
cell of society,” he said. ‘‘If 
it becomes sick, then society 
becomes sick.” 

He recalled how family 
recitation of the rosary was 
part of his early upbringing 
in Ireland where he was one 
of a family of 11. 

Father Peyton addressed 
more than 500 at the CDA’s 
dinner in Hotel del Coronado 
during its 24th biennial 
convention.

Wants sex education 
in homes, not schools

A STRONG opponent of 
sex education in Catholic 
schools last week said that 
any such education should be 
aimed at parents and not at 
children. 


James Likoudis of 
Catholics. United for the 
Faith, who was in San Diego 
for a speaking engagement 
at St. Columba’s, told the 
Southern Cross that much 
that is happening in the 
Catholic Church and 
Catholic education today is 
“progressivism run mad.’’ 


“We are taking over the 
responsibility of parents to 
educate their children in the 
beauty and personal nature 
of sex,’’ he said. ‘‘Instead of 
teaching it in school we 
should be offering training 
courses to parents to teach 
them how to impart the 
subject to their children.” 


CONDEMNING many of 
the changes in the liturgy, 
Likoudis said that one of the 
greatest losses to the Church 
since Vatican II is the 
heritage of great music. 


“We have junked it,” he 
said, ‘‘and now find our- 
selves stuck with a banal and 
pedestrian liturgy. All the 
uplifting beauty of musical 
and verbal liturgical form 
has been thrown out.’’ 


He is critical of the English 
form, though does not 
demand the return of Latin, 
except in the certain parts 
such as the Kyrie, Sanctus 
and Agnus Dei. 

Likoudis’ appearance in 
San Diego was sponsored by 
the St. Michael’s chapter of

CUF, a Catholic lay 
organization founded in 1968 
to pledge loyalty to the Pope 
and the teaching authority of 
the Church. 


LIKOUDIS is ad- 
ministrative assistant to 
CUF president H. L. Steb- 
bins. He is married and the 
father of six children. 


He is concerned at the 
“drift hitting human 
sexuality’’ and the lack of 
theological background he 
considers in some current 
theories on sexuality. 


He said that although there 
is a local chapter of CUF, his 
organization has nothing to 
do with a San Diego based 
group calling itself Catholics 
United which has, in the 
past, publicly attacked the 
bishop and some diocesan 
programs.

Liturgical groups 
hit ‘happenings’

REPRESENTATIVES OF 
diocesan liturgical com- 
missions in California are 
opposed to so-called spon- 
taneous liturgical ‘‘hap- 
penings,’’ to national 
hymnals and to linking 
confirmation with any age or 
school grade. 


They agreed that 
parishioners’ need 
missalettes and other aids 
and approved controlled 
experimentation with 
communal penance. 


These findings of the 
liturgical representatives, 
who met in San Diego, were 
reported by Father Warren 
Rouse, OFM, executive 
secretary of the Diocesan 
Liturgical Commission. 


CONCLUSIONS will be 
presented at the national 
convention of the Federation 
of Diocesan Liturgical 
Commissions, Oct. 9, 
Detroit, Mich. Father Rouse 
will be a delegate. The only 
other one from California 
will be Father Gary Tollner 
of Oakland. 


Regarding the Mass 
‘liturgy, Father Rouse said 
the consensus was that 
priests ‘‘need to be retrained 
as celebrants.”’ 


“Spontaneity in worship is 
an illusion,” he said. ‘“‘There 
is no such thing as a 
liturgical ‘happening.’ 
Planning is vital for a good 
liturgy.”

WHILE MISSALETTES 
are useful. today, liturgical 
commissions should educate 
parishioners so that even- 
tually these are no longer 
needed. 


A national hymnal is not 
essential, said Father Rouse, 
“Aren’t our hymnals already 
national hymnals?’’ he 
suggested. 


But if an official national 
hymn book were adopted, he 
asked, ‘“‘who would choose 
the music ... what about 
hymns _ indigenous’ to 
minority groups?” 


THE’ BIGGEST task 
facing liturgical com- 
missions ‘‘is to educate 
people to sing in our 
churches.” 


Referring to confirmation, 
he said the ‘“‘ideal is that 
when a person is ready for 
confirmation he _ should 
request it and be willing to go 


through a training 
program.” 

Preparation for  con- 
firmation ‘‘should involve 


not only the children, but 
their parents and the entire 
parish.”’ 


ADVOCATING ‘‘grass- 
ideas on _ the 
sacrament of penance, the 
representatives noted that 
private confession ‘‘is not 
being used as frequently as 
in the past and some forms of 
communal penance are 
being experimented with.”

At last they‘re getting married 


If ever a marriage has taken a long time to arrange, 
it is that between the two college corporations on the 
University of San Diego campus. What was talked 
about as pleasant ‘dating’ between the colleges for 


- women and men four years ago has at last come to 


fruition. ; 


USD President Author Hughes’ surprise an- 
nouncement to the Law School graduates at com- 
mencement on May 27 was the first official intimation 
of the final vows. It’s been an on-again-off-again 
romance for years. First it was a few co-educational 
classes at each college, after 15 or more years of sex 
segregated campus. Then came more coeducation and 
guarded acceptance of joint departments by the 
faculty. 


Following full integration of faculty and curriculum 
there still remained autonomy of separate trustees 
and of administration, with Sister Nancy Morris and 
(then) Father John Baer presidents of their respective 
ends of the Alcala Park campus, and Sister Sally 
Furay and Dr. Henry Martin academic co-equal 
deans. y 


A year ago, with the appointment of Dr. Hughes as 
first single president it was hoped that the marriage 
could finally take place, but the Religious of the 
Sacred Heart — doing some heavy soul searching over 
the very future of their society — asked for another 
year’s delay in the wedding plans. 


Now, a year later, the wedding is evidently on. 
There will be one board of trustees and one ad- 
ministration, with Sister Furay second in command to 
Dr. Hughes and virtually responsible for all day to day 
affairs academically. 


The diocese gives up its direct control of the USD 
corporation ‘boy’ of 18 (including the Law School) and 
the RSCJ part with their 23-year-old ‘girl,’ the 
women’s college.

Oh! How we disagree 


AS WOMEN WILL, we were talking 

. about the vehemence and emotional 
outbursts which so often may destroy a 
friendly argument or amicable 
discussion. 


Nothing is so destructive to amity 
and reason as opposition to one’s 
particular point of view. We throw up 
defensive shields, retreat snarling like 
an animal at bay, or succumb to a slow 
burn of _ hostility beneath a 
sophisticated ‘‘cool.”’ 


Let someone cast the lightest 
aspersion on a belief or opinion we hold 
dear and, metaphorically at least, we 
cast him out — beyond the pale. 


IT IS EASIER to demonstrate for 
freedom — freedom of the press, 
freedom of religion, freedom for 
POWs, freedom for ethnic groups, 
freedom for women, the un- 
derprivileged, of sex and the Lord 
knows what else, than to allow another 
the freedom to disagree with our 
convictions or disapprove of what we 
do. 


Wars have been waged, murders 
committed, assassinations planned and 
executed because of resentment 
against differences in the way men 
wish to be governed or to worship, or at 
least claim that they do. 


In the United States political 
assassination is a real factor to be 
reckoned with by any aspiring can- 
didate to high office. And this country 
which enshrines religious tolerance in 
its Constitution, bans prayer in public 
schools. Because one woman who did 
not choose to pray refused to allow 
anyone else the freedom. 


IS IT BECAUSE the opinions we 
claim to hold are often based less on 
conviction than emotional reaction or 
social pressure, that defenses fly up 
as soon as their validity is chal- 
lenged? 


Or is it that we identify so completely 


- with the viewpoint that opposition looks 


like personal attack? It is especially 


Tax credit 
bill advances 


SACRAMENTO — A bill te 
allow tax credits to parents 
of nonpublic school children 
was approved by the 
Assembly’s Revenue and 
Taxation Committee and 
sent to the Ways and Means 
Committee. 


If passed by this com- 
mittee the measure will go to 
the Assembly floor where a 
two-thirds majority is 
needed for passage. 


Introduced by Assem- 
blyman Leo McCarthy, AB 
1724 would give parents up to 
$125 credit in state personal 
income taxes.

puzzling in the context of religion. One 
glance at the opinion columns of our 
newspapers — even the Southern Cross 
— makes it apparent that Christians 
are no different in this respect. 


Each of us could quote instances 
where someone, possibly in vindictive 
and denigrating terms, has roundly 


castigated another for lack of 
“‘christianity”’ after some 
disagreement. 


Christ never villified, nor persecuted 
nor tormented anyone. He would not 
even argue. He stated what he knew to 
be the truth. He preached and lived the 
word of God. Beyond that, it was up to 
the individual. 


THOSE WHO believed, followed him 
and learned more than they could have 
dreamed. Those who disagreed went 
off to defame and crucify him. No one 
in those days claimed to be ‘‘Christian’’ 
without putting their lives on the line. 


Nowhere do we find Christ defensive 
about his belief, not even at his own 


~ trial. He not only knew what he stood 


for, he was what he stood for. He was 
and he preached the Word. 


It is salutory to watch someone who 
by the slow arduous process of life has 
come to a deep understanding and 
belief in the principles he proclaims. 
His convictions are his own. He feels no 
personal affront if others do not accept 
his views. He lives in the presence of 
truth as he has found it, and the conflict 
is not his. 


IT IS A different matter with the 
disciple. Experience cannot be taught, 
nor conviction transmitted. Only after 
beliefs have been tested in the in- 
dividual and proved again to be valid, 
do they become assurance and 
strength. 


If we are reacting defensively, with 
hatred and sullenness to ideas other 
than our own, perhaps we have not yet 
come to our personal pentecost. 
Perhaps the wisdom which comes from 
understanding, the peace which is from 
knowledge, are still elusive to us.

Certainly there is need for revision and 
reassessment if an appeal to youth on con- 
temporary thought is desired. Up-dating of 
terms and phraseology, and substitution of a 
modern symbol of the burning heart with more 
freedom of expression in prayer and ritual are 
necessary if the devotion is to flourish. 


THAT THERE IS a deep and pervading need 
of such devotional practices, such persistence of 
prayer as witnessed by the “‘night adorers’’ who 
pray in sequence throughout the night, cannot be 
argued. 


Reverence, praise and thanksgiving to the love 
of Jesus is as relevant as today. Devotion to the 
Sacred Heart of Jesus, symbol of love, should 
evoke an echo of recognition in every Christian 
who has ever read the Bible. If it does not, at 
least part of the fault must lie in its presentation. .

One of the fruits of the 
Mass was the full par- 
ticipation of all involved.

There is, indeed, a law that 
people may receive com- 
munion only once on Sunday. 
Historically, the purpose of 
this law was -to prevent 
abuses. 


On the other hand, moral 
theologians have always 
admitted the principle of 
“epikeia,” which means that 
under some circumstances a 
law does not oblige in a 
certain instance or situation. 


Note carefully, ye 
legalists, that to invoke 
“epikeia’”” does not mean 


that we deny the existence of 
the law. It is simply a 
judgement that, because of 
valid and weighty reasons, 
the law is suspended in this 
particular instance. So it is 
not a matter of whim or 
caprice. 


At that Mass, then, I in 
effect asked myself: ‘‘If the 
Bishop were here, what 
would his decison be about 
receiving communion twice 
on Sunday?” And I believe

instructions of the Holy See, 
under what circumstances 
and with what precautions 
against the danger of per- 
version, attendance at such 
schools may be tolerated.”’ 


From the beginning it was 
impossible for the majority 
of Catholics to observe this 
law — and even more so 
today. 


Without letting nostalgic 
memories of happy 
parochial school days 
befuddle the matter, the 
point is this: having Catholic 
schools is principally a 
to an end, viz., 


religious instruction. It may 

be nice — but certainly not 

necessary — to _ have 

wees schools to attain 
end 


The situation as it stands 
today is this: 


(1) Children are to receive 
religious instruction. 


(2) The parents have the 
primary responsibility of 
giving this instruction. 


(3) In the event that they 
are not able to do this, then 
trained catechists — 
whether in CCD or Catholic 
schools — are to be engaged. 


One can hardly argue 


today that Canon 1374 is to be 
taken literally.

Annulment process Bishops OK 
speeded by Vatican religious 


VATICAN CITY (RNS) — _ consummation in a month or 


The Vatican has granted 
blanket permission for local 
bishops to begin annulment 
proceedings for Catholic 
married couples who hope to 
prove that they never con- 
summated their marriages. 

Until now, a bishop first 
had to obtain permission 
from the Vatican to open 
such proceedings,’ often a 
time-consuming matter for 
petitioners. 

The Vatican estimated 
that each year 1,200 couples 
ask that their marriages be 


annulled on the grounds that 
they were never con- 
sumated. 


A HOLY SEE official said 
90 per cent of the cases are 
traceable to psychological 
frigidity in women. 

Under the new rules, the 
bishops will send to the 
Vatican evidence, including 
medical testimony, that the 
prelates feel ‘‘justify’ an 
annulment. : 

The Vatican then will 
check the evidence and 
make the final decision of 
approval or disapproval. 

A VATICAN press 
spokesman told newsmen 
that under the new 
regulations it should be 
possible to annul a marriage 
on grounds. of _ non- 


less. 


Under the old regulations, 
such annulments seldom 
came in less than four to five 
months and often took 
longer. The spokesman said 
that although the process 
took time, last year 84 per 
cent of the appeals were 
granted. 


Anyone whose marriage is 
annulled under the non- 
consummation regulation, 
may not re-marry unless he 
or she obtains specific ~ 
permission from the 
diocesan bishop. 


MSGR.: THOMAS Egan, 
who is responsible for the 
Marriage Tribunal office in 
San Diego diocese, told the 
Southern Cross that the 
permission now generally 
granted for these an- 
nulments has actually been 
in operation here since 1968. 
About 20 marriages a year in 
this diocese are dealt with 
under these regulations. 


Apparently there is doubt 
among some Catholics 
regarding the interpretation 
of a marriage which is “‘not 
consummated.”’ This means 
there is some impediment in 
either the husband or wife, 
or both, in their sexual 
relations.

THE NEWLY merged 
University of San Diego has 
created four schools and 
started a development fund 
campaign to raise $7,339,800 
over the next five years. 

Announcing this at a press 
conference yesterday, Dr. 
Author E. Hughes, USD 
president, said: “This new 
venture is a joint venture in 
-higher education. The funds 
are being raised not for the. 
construction of buildings, but 
the improvement = and 
enhancement of those facets 
which already comprise the 
university.” 

Calling the campaign 
“Commitment to Human 
Values,” president Hughes 
said USD must receive the 
support of the community, 
and ‘‘particularly those who 
understand the significance 
of such a university.” 


‘BISHOP LEO T. Maher 
said: “Today, in keeping 
with the ideals of Vatican II 
we are passing the mantle of 
responsibility to the laity. 
The corporate merger has 
now been completed under 
the leadership of the 
university’s first lay 
president, Dr. Hughes. 

“A new board of trustees 
will share with Dr. Hughes 
the responsibility of ad-

_ Or the story of one sibling thing after another 


Msgr. Henry Keane recently retired 
as pastor of Sacred Heart parish, Red- 
lands, to join the chaplain staff of 
Mercy Hospital, San Diego. His 
brother, Father Michael Keane, is pas- 
tor of Immaculate Conception parish, 
Colton. At the farewell party to Msgr. 
Henry Keane in Redlands a letter was 
read from his absent brother who was 
in Seattle. We think it is a gem of 
humor worth preserving in the pages 
of the Southern Cross. 


I AM Michael Keane and Msgr. Henry Keane 


‘is my brother — my older brother, may I hasten 


to add. I am not bragging, complaining or even 
apologizing — just admitting a relationship 
forced on me by my father and mother. _ 


(You would honestly think that my mother and 
father would have quit after Henry’s birth.) But 
as my mother said, “‘I have always wanted a 
child.”’ So they tried again. And they were. this 
time blessed in having me. 


BEING FROM THE. beginning a_ good 
Christian child, I accepted my relationship with 
Henry stoically and with resignation. After all, 
brotherhood is a biblical thing. 


But even, or perhaps especially, in Scripture 
the relationship between older and younger 
brother is a strange, ambivalent union. 


Take for example Cain and Abel. They were 
brothers too. Cain the older sibling, while one 
day shouting ‘‘love to all’’ and ‘‘power to the 
people,” bumps off little Abel. Well! 


THAT CHANGED everything. Younger 
brothers, poor innocents, knew from that time on 
that they had to be wary of these older guys. 


The evolutionary process of the wariness of the 
younger brother is beautifully exemplified in the 
‘case of Esau and Jacob some time later. 


Esau was the older — a good guy of sorts, but 
like all older siblings, not too bright. So Jacob 
conned him out of all his inheritance — just a 
mess of pottage — which was something I think, 
like wet cereal!

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* End in sight for mankind? 
Religious leaders join in 
crusade for human survival 


Proposition 9 and its 
controversy during 
recent weeks brought 
out some aspects of the 
concern over man’s 


survival on this 
planet. This special 
article shows how 


religious leaders in 
many countries are 
cooperating to try to 
achieve some interna- 
tional policy to ensure 
man’s survival. 


THE LIMITS of growth, 
environment, ecology, pol- 
lution, development and 
technology are all terms 
that converge to form one 
crucial question facing 
mankind today: human sur- 
vival. 


And, perhaps more 
strongly than ever before, 
churches and_ religious 
groups are delving into the 
moral implications of those 
factors which threaten 
man’s continued existence 
and jeopardize the rela- 
tionships among men. 


Looking at the May 
UNCTAD (U.N. Conference 
on Trade and Development) 
in Santiago and the June 
U.N. Conference on Human 
Environment in Stockholm, 
the prospects, morally and 
materially, are not rosy. 


British economist Bar- 
bara Ward (Lady Jackson), 
member of the Vatican’s 
delegation to UNCTAD, 
said the rich nations 
appear stymied as to how to 
help the poor. nations. And 
she warned: “If nothing 
clear and decisive emerges 
from this great assembly, 
another step will have been 
taken toward disaster.” 


ON THE OTHER hand, 
even if not one constructive 
development emerges from 
either conference (and that 
is hardly likely), the world 
will have been put on 
rather sharp notice that the 
end is clearly in sight for 
mankind. And that might be 
the world’s salvation. 


Recently, more than 100 
prominent world spokes- 
men for religion, the arts, 
politics and the humanities 
produced a ‘‘manifesto” on 
human survival for the 
Stockholm conference. 


Declaring that human life 
on this planet is in 
jeopardy, it stressed the 
need to place “human inter- 
est above national interest 
and human = sovereignty 
above national sovereignty.” 
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THE MANIFESTO’S 
pledge of “planetary citi- 
zenship”- calls for “mem- 
bership of individuals in 
the human community, 
their allegiance to mankind 
and their own familiar com- 
munities...” 


In the only document of . 


its kind submitted to the 
Stockholm conference, the 
Calgary (Alta.) Inter-Faith 
Community Action Commit- 
tee went directly to the 
“moral heart’ of the 
environmental crisis. 


Urging a massive ‘“‘dose of 
cosmic vision’ for world 
leaders, the committee said 
the bdsic flaw in today’s 
developmental crisis is the 
belief that “we cannot lift 
the poor above the poverty 
line unless we have an 
expanding economy.” 


YET SCIENTISTS claim 
a slowdown in technology is 
necessary for survival of 
the environment which, in 
turn, is necessary for the 
survival of man. 


The document said most 
leaders (not to mention 
individuals) have yet to 
grapple with the “one 
absolute requirement for 
man’s survival, a complete 
change in our life- 
style..based on minimal 
consumption, optimal 
enjoyment and global shar- 
ing...” 


It added that this life- 
style is ‘“‘no longer the sole 
domain of the religious... 
but mandatory for survival.” 


LIKE THE “manifesto” 
submitted to the Stockholm 
conferees, the Calgary 
document focuses on “a 
more equitable distribu- 
tion of our wealth...depen- 
dent not on our ever-ex- 
panding economy but on 
our sense of responsibility 
for one another.” 


“We ‘believe that the 
Christian church and Jew- 
ish synagogue can offer 
much to man as he con- 
fronts the need for a new 
style of life. The drama of 
man’s salvation, both in the 
old and the New Testament, 
offers us a picture of man 
estranged from his Maker, 
from his fellow man and 
from his natural environ- 
ment. 


“And the solution to this 
discordant state of affairs,” 
it added, “is declared to be 
found only in a new life 
style based on restored

relationships with God, 
man and nature.” 


OTHER RELIGIOUS 
scholars and 
have warned that the 
environmental crisis could 
cause a decline in concern 
for the poorer nations of the 
world, while still others 
project a Biblical founda- 
tion for protection of man’s 
natural habitat. 


In Rome, Father Henri de 
Reidmatten, OP, secretary 
of the Pontifical Council for 
Emergency Relief and 
Development, head of the 
Vatican delegation to 
Stockholm, declared that 
problems of environment in 
the developed nations must 
not become “an alibi” for 
halting assistance to the 
developing countries of the 
Third World. 


A Jesuit theologian at the 
Gregorian University of 
Rome, Father Robert Faris- 
sie, said that Christians 
must work for the improve- 
ment of man’s environment 
on the principle that ‘the 
earth has been entrusted by 
God to man’s care.” 


HE SAID there is a “Bib- 
lical mandate” affecting 
the Christian approach to 
protection of the natural 
environment, one which 
raises the question above 
the status of mere earthly 
problems. - 


While the ecology 
crusade has been gathering 
steam in all parts of the 
world — especially on the 
campuses — some religious 
observers have warned that 
it is becoming a “new relig- 
ion.” 


— In February, the Hymn 
Society of America in New 
York put out a call for anew 
verse and song on “man’s 
stewardship of the earth’s 
environment.” 


— Last fall, the United 
Methodist Board of Scoial 
Concerns, meeting in 
Washington, D.C., issued an 
1l-point resolution on 
environmental stewardship 
calling for a “re- 
examination of Biblical 
interpretations, a new 
acceptance of moral 
responsibilities, and a re- 
ordering of priorities...” 

— A JANUARY issue of 
the Vatican City weekly, 
L’Osservatore Della 
Domenica, was devoted to 
environmental pollution. It 
warned that the world will 
be faced with “total catas- 
trophe” by the year 2,000. 

— IN August 1971, the 
British Council of Chris- 
tians and Jews called upon 
the government to consider 
the problem of environ- 
mental pollution as one of 
“extreme urgency” and as 
“transcending political 
affiliations.”

But with the Stockholm 
conference, the question of 
environmental pollution 
and its moral implications 
has undergone something 
of a metamorphosis and has 
emerged more clearly in 


. terms of “human survival.” 


WHILE the terms “envi- 
ronmental control” and 
“survival” are interrelated 
and in some ways synonom- 
ous, the new emphasis on 
human survival more 
directly forces the role of 
religion and moral leader- 
ship to the fore. 


Under this new umbrella 


phrase, “human sur- 
vival,’ the environmental 
picture adds other ele- 
ments — of concern and 


denial of human rights, 
warfare and the economic 
inequities of the developed 
and developing nations. 


“We have the obligation 
to free our world of war by 
creating an enduring basis 
for world peace,” the man- 
ifesto stated. “We have the 
obligation to make human 
rights the primary concern 
of society.” 


AS THE CALGARY docu- 
ment pointed out, “if 
environmental collapse 
together with automation 
means fewer jobs in the 
future, then we have all the 
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theologian claimed, 


more reason to insure that 
the people directly affected 
will not be caught in the 
poverty squeeze.” 


The important question is 
not, as one _ Protestant 
that 
Judeo-Christian thought 
has in some way 
“legitimized man’s total 
exploitation of the environ- 
ment.”

_ Six steps to survival for private colleges 


The future of private schools and colleges hangs in 
the balance. Can they survive? Dr. William D. 
McElroy, chancellor of UCSD, speaking to graduates 
of USD at Commencement mapped their ‘‘road to 
survival’ in these words which are extracted from his 
full address, May 28, 1972.

+ 
I HAVE SPENT the better part of my life as either a 
student or faculty member of private institutions — 
Stanford, Reed, Princeton, and then for 20 years, 
Johns Hopkins. You might even say that my ex- 
perience has sensitized me to the plight of America’s 
private institutions of higher education. 


Make no mistake: private institutions — large and 
small, prestigious and non-descript — are in serious 
trouble. Many of us have read of the enormous 
financial deficits experienced by our large private 
universities. : 


® The Johns Hopkins University, for example, ended 
its last fiscal’ year $4% million in the red. Princeton 
is reported to be facing a $2.4 million deficit this 
year. Everywhere we read of the accumulating defi- 
cits and resulting cries of anguish from our nation’s 
premier private universities. 


BUT DESPITE the publicity from the famous in- 
stitutions, the problem is often a matter of basic 
survival in the four-year private liberal-arts colleges, 
which, of course, includes church-related colleges. 
The Very Rev. Paul C. Reinhert, president of St. Louis 
University, recently disclosed that within the last year 
one private college has been closed or taken into the 
. Boublic sector each week. 


According to Father Reinert: “Almost all of our 
1,500 colleges have slipped backward. Some are 
closing; some are merging; some are only one-half 
alive... Hundreds will have spent their unrestricted 
endowments within four or five years and that’s all 
they had.” 


The fate of private colleges and universities is an 
item of high national concern. Without these in- 
stitutions the public colleges and universities cannot 
guarantee the degree of educational vitality and 
choice so necessary for many of our young people and

The historic fact is that until recent years, the 
private liberal-arts college was the backbone of our 
system of higher education. Harvard was founded as 

- one in 1636. In succeeding years, hundreds sprang up, 
often only one step behind the frontier as it marched 
westward. And in those days, like today, many of 
these under-financed colleges engendered a strong 
loyalty. 

WITH THE CREATION of the land grant colleges 
after the Civil War, private colleges began to face a 
new level of competition from the states. Then, with 
the founding of The Johns Hopkins University in 1876, 
graduate education, symbolized by the award of the 
Doctor of Philosophy degree, came to America and 
the modern university was born... 


After World War II, virtually every state increased 
enormously its expenditures for higher education,

2 extraordinary system of public higher education. 
Today, parent and student alike face a bewildering 
variety of choices for education after high shcool. One 
effect of this competition has been hard times for most 
private liberal-arts colleges. 


While many of us will admit that some marginal 
private colleges ought not survive, few of us here 
today will dispute the principal that both private and 
public sectors of higher education should exist in the 
United States. 


FOR YEARS PUNDITS (often possessed of en- 
dowed chairs) have said that institutions like the 
University of San Diego should not exist, and if they 
did, they would soon disappear between the pressures 
of the public junior or community. colleges and the 
state colleges and universities. 


ey In the case of the University of San Diego, this view 


is patently absurd, but I remind you of Father 
Reinert’s comments that many liberal-arts colleges 
have, in fact, not survived. 


) | Motten creating — as we have here in California — an . 


There are, it seems. to me, two ways blessed by 
history and confirmed by current event to insure the 
survival and prosperity of the private liberal-arts 
colleges, including those like the University of San 
Diego with attached professional schools. Both ways 
are interwined, both difficult to separate, both ideally 
working together to mutually reinforce each other. 


FIRST IS WHAT might be called deep, emotional 
loyalty to the institution by those it touched, be they 
students, parents, trustees, or just friends. Somehow, 
regardless of the quality, regardless of its distinction 
to the public, some institutions have been able to 
achieve that loyalty which has insured *their con- 
tinuation. I suspect this is often a function of age and 
history. 


Some colleges, mainly through historical good 
fortune, have developed a clientele vitally affected by 
its success, quite apart from its educational ac- 
complishments and competitiveness..One day, some 
years hence, I predict the University of San Diego will 
have this sustaining strength. 


But for the University of San Diego today and most 
private liberal-arts colleges — this is certainly not the 


situation. 


THE SECOND ROAD to survival is far more typical 
and, I believe, far more important to the maintenance 
of a healthy private higher education sector. It is a 


simple concept to express, but difficult to achieve: - 


private liberal-arts colleges must offer clear-cut and 
successful alternatives to state colleges and univer- 
sities. 

Too many colleges aspire to be, for instance, a 
western Amherst or a southern Reed College. And yet, 
higher education, I believe, would be healthier if 
there were more, not less, differentiation. 


Differentness for the sake of difference is not what 


' [’m advocating. Nor am I advocating a compromise 


with educational quality, for future employees will 
recognize competence even if a poor faculty can’t. But 
we have to be careful how we use that word quality, 
for it should have different meanings in different 
situations. 


EVERYONE ENDORSES quality, but I for one 


refuse to believe that there exists an absolute stan- ~ 


dard which is always applicable in every, situation. 
The standard of quality of an institution’s training, say 
health technicians, should be measured by how well 
they equip graduates to do a technician’s job in the 
health field. 


Similarly, a college which believes its goal is to 
equip its graduates for immediate public service and 
business careers should not be judged by the number 
of students it sends to graduate schools. 


Accepting this, how can the private liberal-arts 
college present an attractive alternative to the public? 
How can it appeal to those who want something not 
offered by the state-supported institutions? And how 
can it make that alternative so valuable that parents 
and students are willing to pay the considerable ad- 
ditional cost? 


AND HOW can this difference be utilized to attract 
private donors, those individuals, foundations, and 
corporations who have so often made the difference 
between the good and the excellent, between the 
standard and the innovative? 


I can conceive of at least six differences which 
could distinguish a private liberal-arts college from 
its state competitors.

The first of these differences is an intangible. It 
might simply be called institutional personality. It is 
difficult to define, and: certainly more difficult to 
achieve. But it’s real, and you can experience it on a 
campus if you look closely and are sensitive. Often it’s 
a certain style, often it’s the product of history and 
even curriculum. 

PROBABLY THIS elusive thing called personality 
is related to size, my second noteworthy difference. In 
truth, there is nothing magic about size, except that 
most of us believe in this day of 25,000 student cam- 
puses, there is a certain comfortableness about a scale 
which most of us can handle. Clearly the small, 
private liberal arts colleges should capitalize on this 
asset, for it is one of their strongest. 

A third difference available to some private colleges 
is that they can emphasize the particular religious or 
moral commitment of their founders. The University 
of San Diego is ‘‘dedicated to the ideals of Catholic 
wisdom combined with those of liberal education.” 
This moral emphasis is a distinction and an asset 
attractive to many prospective students and donors. 
There are many who believe wisdom and learning are 
not synonymous, many who believe the proper 
combination of the two is better than absolute devotion: 
to either. 

But this distinction, would seem to be a double-. 
edged sword. Many young people are not content ro 
develop primarily a moral base for later decision. 
They also expect to learn that basic competence in 
fundamental disciplines so necessary to live in the 
post-baccalaureate world. I see no reason why both 
moral values and academic competence cannot be 
complimentary and mutually reinforcing. 

A FOURTH DIFFERENCE, a fourth asset of the 
private liberal-arts college, is the ability to do a few 
things well rather than meet the requirements to do ~ 
many things regardless of the assets on hand. In my 
experience, many of our private colleges have ignored 
this point, and have falsely- believed that a wide but 
necessarily thin offering would be most desired by 
their prospective students. 

A fifth asset of the private college has to do with 
flexibility, particularly with the institution’s ability to 
respond to student suggestions and requirements 
within a reasonable time. Of course, this is also a 
function of size in many cases, yet we know of small 
institutions which are as bureaucratic as giant ones. 
- Finally, let me mention another possible asset of the 
private college, one which will have more credence 
with parents than with students. 


THE SMALL PRIVATE institution, in con- 
tradistinction to the mammoth state or federal in- 
stitution, is often forced into a style of management 
which emphasizes a leanness, a toughness of approaeh 
resulting in an unusually high degree of efficiency in 
the business affairs of the college. Probably this is 
because limited means often force an ingenuity of 
effort usually lost in a large bureaucracy. At any rate, 
it seems to me that efficiency of business and 
management operations is often a very strong asset

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Possible closure of state mental health 
centers poses challenge to churches 


By Michael Newman 


LOCAL community care 
for those with mental illness 
is an excellent theory. But it 
appears to be going into 
practice in this diocese in a 
way which could cause 
hardship to patients and 
anguish for those who try to 
care for them. 


California, as a state, has 
been trying to get out of the 
mental health business and 
move the responsibility on to 
local communities. 


The theory — and it is a 
good one — is that the 
mentally ill should be best 
cared for by the local world 
to which they belong instead 
of the isolated world of a 


large institution like Patton 
State hospital, near San 
Bernardino. 

SO IN RECENT years 


while the state hospitals 
have held fewer patients, the 


local counties have as- 
sumed responsibility for 
more. 


However, county facilities 
are not always what they 
should be, according to 
some, and the rush to close 
mental hospitals has caused 
the California State Em- 
ployees Association to obtain 
a restraining order on the 
state against further 
closures. 


Father Mark Medaer, 
chaplain at Patton hospital, 
says there is a_ real

possibility the institution will 
close this year. He fears for 
the care of those who will be 
‘put out to county’ under the 
closure. 


PATTON at peak once held 
5,000 patients. Normally it 
may hold one-tenth of this 
number. But some cities in 
our diocese could not find 
even 50 beds for ‘board and 
care’ of. the mentally ill. If 
Patton closes, Father 
Medaer asks where will 
Patton patients go? What’s 
the hurry? 


' Financially the deal 
evidently suits both state and 
counties. The state pays 90 
per cent of the cost for 
county licensed ‘board and 
care’ treatment. Is this 


sufficient treatment and 
care for all the mentally ill? 


No, answers Dr. Allen 
Hendy, psychiatrist at 
Patton. He considers that 
insufficient supervision is 
given to these ‘board and 
care’ homes and cites cases 
where patients have 
drowned or committed 
Suicide through inadequate 
care and supervision. 


DR. HENDY and Father 
Medaer consider the ideal of 
local community respon- 
Sibility is right — if it can be 
carried out. But both feel 
that the plan is being im- 
plemented faster than 
county facilities allow. 


State officials say most 
people in state hospitals 


should not be there in the 
first’ place, and that the 
‘hospital’ aspects of places 
like Patton were overdone. 
The plan, started three years 
ago, is intended to cut back 
on the mass state operation 
at nine main centers and 
push patient care to a local 
level for more individual 
attention. 


Patton, one of the first two 
state hospitals ever built in 
California for the mentally 
ill, back in 1890, is obviously 
heading for closure. Whether 
it will be this year or next 
nobody at this stage knows 
or tells. 


BUT ARE rooms in former 
motels on former highways, 
for instance, suitable 
replacement for such care? 
These glories of bygone days 
are typical of some facilities 
being licensed as ‘board and 
care’ homes.

There were 15,700 patients 
in nine state hospitals. in 
1969. By next year it is 
probable it will be down to 
5,000 patients in four 
hospitals.
